erection  for  a new  building  to  house  a boiler  room  at  a cost  of 
$142,264.00,  a new  laundry  at  a cost  of  $30,496.00  and  the  aphasic 
school  building  costing  $72,589.00.  The  aphasic  building  will  give 
the  Cedar  Spring  School  the  first  such  })rogram  by  a state  school 
in  the  United  States. 

Mr.  M.  G.  Browning  of  .Jacksonville.  Florida,  formerly  of 
Spartanburg  was  appointeil  business  manager  on  July  25,  1962. 
succeeding  Mr.  B.  V.  Southers.  Mr.  Browning  comes  to  us  from 
the  Montgomery  Ward  store  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  but  was 
manager  of  the  Montgomery  Ward  store  in  Spartanburg  for 
eleven  yea^rs.  He  has  been  prominent  in  civic  and  church  affairs 
in  Spartanburg.  We  are  very  much  pleased  to  have  Mr.  Brown- 
ing at  Cedar  Spring. 

On  the  week  end  of  October  19  the  campus  came  alive  with 
familiar  faces  when  many  of  our  graduates  arrived  to  celebrate 
home  coming.  At  2 :00  o'clock  on  Saturday  there  Avas  a football 
game  between  the  Florida  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  South 
Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf.  During  the  half  time  ceremonies 
Miss  Mandy  Taylor  Avas  croAvned  home  coming  queen.  She  Avas 
croAvned  and  escorted  by  Mr.  Reuben  Reeves  to  a place  of  honor 
in  the  stands.  Immediately  following  the  game  a delightful  din- 
ner Avas  serv^ed  to  230  alumni  Avho  Avere  guests  of  the  school. 
After  the  dinner  a party  and  dance  Avas  held  in  tlie  gym  capping 
off  the  home  coming  festivities. 

The  annual  Mason  Dixon  Basketball  Tournament  Avas  held  at 
the  school  on  January  25  and  26.  1963,  with  the  folloAving  schools 
participating:  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  Virginia.  Florida. 
Mississippi,  and  South  ('arolina.  Almost  every  member  of  our 
faculty  and  staff  had  a part  in  making  this  tournament  a great 
success.  South  Carolina  took  the  runner  u])  position  in  the  tour- 
nament and  placed  Albert  C'reech  and  Gerald  Cooley  on  the  All 
Tournament  Team. 

The  Council  for  Exceptional  Children  of  South  Carolina,  a 
branch  of  the  National  Education  Association,  met  Avith  us  <m 
November  15.  The  C'ouncil  is  concerned  Avith  the  education  of 
the  children  Avho  for  any  reason  do  not  fall  into  the  normal 
pattern  of  classroom  procedure  and  is  interested  in  the  broader 
aspects  of  special  education. 

The  superintendent,  assistant  superintendent,  Mrs.  Green  and 
.Mrs.  Phillips  attended  the  International  Congress  on  the  Educa- 


tioii  of  the  Deaf  which  met  at  (iallaudet  ('olle^e  in  Washington, 
I).  C.,  in  June.  The  Conference  was  most  outstanding  and  had 
as  its  theme  Modern  Methods  and  Scientific  Tecliniqnes  on  the 
'reaching  and  Rehahilitation  of  the  Deaf. 

Miss  Josej)hine  Frail  who  is  a member  of  the  Board  of  the 
Alexander  (iraham  Bell  Association  of  the  Deaf  attended  a 
meeting  of  this  Board  in  Washington,  D.  and  a regional 
meeting  in  Atlanta.  Mi.ss  Frail  participated  in  a i)anel  on  teacher 
education.  Her  j)a])er,  a follow  up  study  of  graduates,  was  based 
on  a questionnaire  survey  of  the  gi-atluates  of  the  South  Carolina 
School  'Iraining  Frogram  which  sin*  conducted  at  the  end  of  a 
ten  year  period. 

'Fhe  Spartanbui'g  Lions  Club  presented  a braille  duplicating 
machine  to  the  school  for  the  blind.  'I'liis  braille  duplicator  is 
one  of  the  most  significant  advances  evei*  developed  in  the  pro- 
duction of  braille  matei-ials.  'I'he  machine  pcuinits  for  fhe  first 
time  economical  i-eproduction  of  bi-aille  pagi's  in  (piantities  from 
one  to  many  thousands.  It  will  be  of  gia'at  value  to  the  a(“ademi(’ 
school  and  the  .sc1uk)1  of  music. 

Mr.  Alex  B.  Kosen,  a membei-  of  the  faculty  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina School  for  the  Deaf  for  forty-two  years,  retired  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Mr.  Kosen.  a deaf  man,  has  served  this  school 
faithfully  since  he  first  came  here  in  the  fall  of  1D21.  He  has  been 
an  excellent  teacher  of  the  D(>af  and  has  been  active  in  the  affairs 
of  the  deaf  in  the  state.  H(>  was  juvsident  of  the  South  (^arolina 
.Vs.sociation  of  the  Deaf  fi’om  Ihfl  thi-ough  104(>.  Dui-ing  these 
years  at  Cedar  Spring  Mr.  Kosen  has  given  unspai-ingly  of  his 
titiK*  to  h(‘l|)  the  deaf  gil  ls  and  boys  who  have  been  students  ben*. 

It  was  with  gi-eat  I’egret  that  we  announced  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Wallac(‘  Keid,  our  vocational  supervisor,  to  bec'ome  jn-incijuil 
(d‘  District  I'ive  \'ocational  High  School  in  .\nderson.  South 
Cai’olina.  Cmh'r  .Mr.  Reid's  direction  gi'(*at  .sti'ides  have  been 
mad(‘  in  the  vocational  (lej)ai'tment.  ('urriculums  have'  been  estab- 
lished and  impi-ovements  madt*  so  that  our  stmhmts  are  much 
b(*ttei-  qualilied  to  go  out  and  earn  a good  living  for  themselv(>s. 
M’hile  .Mr.  Keid  will  be  missed  greatly  at  Cedai*  Spring  we  ai-(> 
delighted  to  s(»e  him  advancing  in  his  chosem  pi'ofe.ssion  and  we 
wish  him  every  succe.ss.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  1962-1968  school  term  completes  my  fifteenth  year  at 
Cedar  Spring.  Again  it  was  a most  satisfactory  year  in  all  of 
the  educational  departments  of  the  school.  This  is  attested  to 
by  the  reports  which  follow,  written  by  the  supervisory  personnel 
in  each  area. 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  my  aim  at  Cedar  Spring  has  been 
to  give  the  individual  blind  and  deaf  child  here  the  best  educa- 
tion of  which  he  is  capable.  Making  him,  as  far  as  possible,  self- 
supporting  and  above  all,  a person  of  high  moral  character.  At 
this  point  in  our  progress,  I am  happy  to  state  as  a proven  fact 
that  Cedar  Spring  compares  very  favorably  with  like  schools  in 
our  section  of  the  Uniteil  States.  I am  ju'oud  to  be  able  to  make 
this  statement. 

Let  me  at  the  same  time  say  that  our  work  is  certainly  not 
completed.  We,  in  my  opinion,  are  facing  the  most  challenging 
era  that  has  ever  been  faced  by  our  schools.  We  at  Cedar  Spring 
intend  to  meet  this  challenge  by  improving  our  educational 
methods  so  that  we  can  continue  to  graduate  fine  deaf  and  blind 
citizens  of  South  Carolina. 

We  are  still  faced  with  the  multiple-handicapped  child  as  was 
mentioned  in  our  1962  report.  The  percentage  of  this  type  of 
child  enrolled  at  our  school  continues  to  move  upward.  Becau.se 
of  this  increase,  our  teachers  are  being  forced  to  use  even  more 
individual  methods  of  teaching  to  give  these  children  the  educa- 
tion that  is  necessary.  Many  of  our  teachers  have  taken  addi- 


tioiial  training  and  all  of  llu'ni  havo  methods  which  they 

could  use  in  their  classroom  to  advantage.  Also,  all  of  our 
teachers  have  met  this  challenge  by  ^ivin^  of  their  time  outside 
of  the  classroom  to  the  fullest.  However,  there  is  a point  beyond 
which  a teacher  can  he  exjiected  to  <;o.  In  some  areas  this  point 
has  been  reached  and  it  has  now  become  necessary  to  seek  addi- 
tional ]>ersonnel  in  order  for  us  to  do  the  job  before  us. 

The  mentally  slow  child  is  causing  us,  perhaps,  the  most  con- 
cern in  all  areas.  This  type  of  child  is  forcing  us  to  change  our 
courses  of  study  to  make  them  apiU’oi)riate  and  to  formulate 
plans  to  add  vocational  shops  suitable  for  their  mental  capacity. 
We  are  still  in  the  early  stages  of  this  development  and  the  final 
path  is  still  not  clear. 

-Vnother  area  of  real  concern  at  this  lime  is  just  the  opposite 
type  of  child— -the  gifted.  It  is  just  as  essential  to  give  oppor- 
tunities to  the  gifted  child  as  it  is  for  the  mentally  slow  child. 
^^’e  are  looking  toward  ])rogramnied  instiMiction  as  a possible 
aid  in  this  area.  It  is  f)ur  hope  that  with  the  minimum  amount 
of  a teacher's  help  and  time,  that  we  can  bi-oaden  the  field  of 
learning  for  the  child  with  superior  ability. 

The  vocational  area  must  he  la'vised  to  meet  not.  only  th>' 
change  in  ca j)abilities  of  our  students  but  also  the  rapid  change 
in  industry.  Automation  will  present  a real  pi-oblem  to  our  school 
and  the  challenge  must  be  met  in  some  way.  The  rapid  influx 
of  industry  to  our  .state  should  afford  our  .students  more'  oppor- 
tunities foT-  work  if  they  are  properly  pre})ared. 

In  this  r(*port,  of  course.  I am  able  t^)  mention  only  .sonu‘ 
of  the  more  urgent  problems  with  which  we  are  continually 
grappling  at  this  time.  One  more  of  these  problems  is  the  in- 
crease in  number  of  childi’en.  es})ecially  blimh  who  are.  coming 
to  us  after  having  been  in  public  schools  for  .some  years.  They 
ai’(‘  oldei'  students  whose  educational  ])rogre.s.s  is  fai'  below  tluui' 
chronological  ag(‘.  d'his  typ(*  of  student  demands  a larg(*  amount 
of  a teacher's  time  in  making  the  proper  adjustment  and  the 
learning  of  Hrailh*  in  order  that  he  might  go  into  a regular 
classroom.  Again,  this  ()iily  points  out  the  fact  of  the  increasiuir 
individual  woi-k  that  our  t(‘achers  are  being  calh'd  on  to  perform. 

We  were  very  foidunaU*  to  l>e  able  to  hold  a summer  school  foi- 
our  teachers  in  the  school  foi'  the  blind  at  ('edar  Spring  this 
summer.  'Phis  was  to  help  them  nu'et  better  the  many  challenges

in  tlie  classroom.  'I'wo  courses  were  oH'ered.  “l^rinciples  and 
Methods  of  Teaching  the  Blind  or  Partially  Sighted”  was  given 
b}’’  Mrs.  Dorothy  Konrad  of  the  Florida  School  for  the  Blind  and 
“Theory  and  Techniques  of  Reading  and  'Writing  of  Standard 
English  Braille”  was  taught  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lennon  of  the 
Xorth  Carolina  School  for  the  Blind.  There  were  fourteen 
teachers  enrolled  in  the  two  courses.  We  feel  that  all  of  our 
teachers  sliould  be  fully  trained  and  for  this  reason,  we  ])lan 
to  continue  this  summer  work  in  the  years  ahead. 

In  giving  some  of  our  problems,  we  do  not  intend  to  be  dis- 
couraged nor  are  we  fearful  of  the  future.  We  ex])ect  to  meet 
challenges  in  the  most  economical  way  possible  but  there  will, 
of  necessity,  be  requests  for  additional  money  in  order  to  prepare 
these  deaf  and  blind  children  properly. 

In  closing,  may  I exj)ress  my  appreciation  to  all  in  the  educa- 
tional department  for  a fine  year’s  work.  A few  are  leaving  and 
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we  will  mis.''  them  but  for  those  who  will  he  working  at  C'edar 
Sprinjr  for  the  eominfj  yeai-.  let's  sti'ive  to  do  even  better  than 
we  ilid  in  the  jiast.

The  scholastic  records  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  show  1)5 
promotions,  15  conditioned  ])romotions,  and  24  who  have  not 
mastered  the  subject  matter  of  their  respective  <rrade  levels. 

Of  the  five  seniors  who  o-raduated  this  yeai-.  one  wrote  the 
Senior  (dass.  Braille  edition  of  the  Colleg'e  Entrance  Examina- 
tion Board’s  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  received  a Verbal 
Score  of  451  and  a Mathematical  Score  of  512.  This  student  has 
been  accepted  as  a collef>‘e  candidate  for  the  19G3-19G4  term. 


rho  incivased  federal  appropiiation  to  tlie  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  for  braille  ami  lar^e  type  hooks  and  aj)j)li- 
ances  permitted  more  freedom  in  adoptin<r  new  text  hooks  to 
i-e])lace  obsolete  titles  and  additional  appliances.  In  addition  to 
live  l)raille  writers  ami  special  appliances  secured  through  the 
federal  appropriation,  77  'Falkin^  Book  titles,  two  record  players, 
one  tape  recorder,  and  numerous  classroom  teaching  aids  weiv 
made  available  througli  adilitional  sources  of  revenue.  Of  special 
mention  is  the  Braille  Duplicator  donated  by  the  Lions  Club 
of  Spartanbui'g. 

In  closing,  1 shouhl  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
administi-ation,  stall'  and  students  for  tlie  inteivst  and  time  they 
have  devoted  during  the  year  to  the  welfan*  of  tlie  School  for  the 
Blind.

Another  school  year  ended  May  31,  19()3,  and  there  were  tears 
in  the  eyes  of  many  of  the  students  as  they  left  their  second  home 
for  the  summer.  As  I watched  them  go  I thought,  “d'hey  are  sad 
because  this  is  the  place  where  th(>y  are  understood  and  get 
understanding.'' 

Dr.  Strebe,  of  the  Fniversity  of  Soutli  C’arolina.  held  an 
arithmetic  worksho])  here  in  S[)artanburg  this  spring.  He  .stres.se d 
th«‘  fact  that  a school  is  no  better  than  its  administrators.  We 
aiv  foi-tunate  in  ours.  They  take  a personal  interest  in  each  .stu- 
(Umt  lu‘re  and  expect  each  om*  to  do  his  or  her  be.st  moi'ally. 
mentally  and  jihj'sically  at  all  tinu*s.  They  an*  not  easy  task 
masters  as  they  want  each  child  in  their  care  to  get  the  best  edu- 
cation he  or  she  is  cajuible  of  ac<iuiring.  My  a.ssistant  and  I aiv 
on  the  look  out  daily  f(U‘  better  ways  of  educating  deaf  children. 

Mrs.  Hyatt  and  I try  to  be  good  .supervising  teachers.  We  know 
each  child  personally  by  visiting  each  schoolroom  freijuently, 
helping  ti'achers  with  their  problem.s.  .substituting,  coaching, 
attending  social  functions.  We  feel  that  most  of  our  students 
have  come  a long  way  since  we  first  met  them. 

It  has  taken  little  .Joe  three  years  to  do  the  work  that  mo.st 
ehildren  do  in  one  year,  but  he  came  to  us  an  emotionally  dis- 


tiirbed  child.  After  working  with  him,  he  now  sits  li:i[)pily  in  a 
schoolroom  and  watches  eagerly  for  new  material  to  appear.  A^hls 
he  worth  the  time  and  energy  we  spent  on  him?  Yes! 

Billy,  who  is  eleven,  came  to  us  in  .January.  He  knew  a few 
words  but  he  couldn’t  write  even  a simple  .sentence.  When  we 
saw  the  predicament  he  was  in.  we  tliought  u])  a way  to  help 
him  which  we  feel  is  a real  contribution  in  tlie  teaching  of  Bug- 
lish  to  the  Deaf.  We  wrote  stories  putting  each  ]>art  of  a sentence 
in  parenthesis  for  Billy  to  put  key-words  over.  Example: 

Who:  - (Past)  Where:  When: 

(John)  (went)  (to  the  barbershop)  (yesterday). 
Using  this  method  Billy  learned  to  answer  ([uestions  and  write 
sentences.  His  im])rovement  was  so  gi’eat  that  he  was  on  th(' 
Honor  Roll  the  last  twelve  weeks  of  school.  Was  he  worth  the 
individual  help  we  gave  him?  Yes! 

Jimni}'-  just  completed  his  .second  year  at  Cedar  Spring  School. 
He  has  a multiple  handicap:  Deafness  and  Cerebral  Palsy.  He 
has  a good  mind  but  he  can’t  get  his  movements  small  enough 
to  write  on  papei-.  We  found  the  answer.  He  can  wi'ite  on  news- 
print tacked  on  an  ea.sel.  When  .Jimmy  can  use  big  movements 
and  write  large,  his  writing  is  legible  and  he  is  very  })roud  of  it. 
Was  he  worth  the  time  and  energy  spent  teaching  him  to  write  ? 
'\'es ! 

An  intei’csting  exi)erinient  was  tried  in  the  Intermediate  De- 
partment this  year.  All  the  grades  had  reading  at  the  same  time, 
so  each  child  could  join  a class  on  his  or  her  reading  level.  The 
Metropolitan  Test  and  the  Stanford  Test  showed  marked  im- 
provement in  the  students’  reading  ability.  Was  this  worthwhile? 
Yes ! 

Bob  was  a sj)ecial  reading  case,  lie  didn't  fit  into  any  of  th<“ 
reading  classes,  but  his  case  was  one  of  l)eing  able  to  read  beyond 
his  contemporai-ies.  So  he  spent  his  reading  period  in  the  super- 
vising teacher’s  office,  progressing  at  his  own  speed  and  was  pro- 
A'ided  with  advanced  reading  materials.  The  supervising  teacher 
gave  him  guidance  onh^  when  Bob  needed  it.  He  Avas  enthusiastic 
about  this  idea  and  practically  devoured  reading  matter  that  was 
given  him.  AVas  he  worth  the  time  and  effort  spent  on  him?  Yes! 

So  the  days,  the  weeks,  the  months  and  the  years  ]>ass.  l)iit  the 
need  for  our  school  goes  on  forever.  Xew  (‘hildren  come  to  take 
the  places  of  the  ones  who  go.  New  problems  arise  that  we  meet 
with  courage.  New  ideas  are  presented  that  Ave  meet  with  o])en 
minds.

A new  hiiildiiur  will  h(>  opem*d  at  the  lK>^innin^f  of  the  I!H)d-()4 
xhool  term  and  will  house  tin*  ten  students  that  the  pro<rram 
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Miss  Jane  Blalock,  Director,  ond  Joe  Farry,  one  of  nine  aphasic  children  at  the  school 

ciills  for.  W(‘  t'xpi'ct  to  ha\(“  a full  compk'nit'iit  by  tlu*  time  seliool 
opens  or  .shoi'tly  tliert'a fter.  An  atUlitional  teacher.  Mrs.  Wesley 
I'oppin”’.  has  heeii  iMiiployed  foi'  this  pro^’ram  as  it  is  necessary 
to  have  a t('acher  for  each  (i\e  aphasic  children. 

During'  our  first  year  of  o])(U'atioii.  we  felt  that  much  wa,' 
learned  about  the  a|)hasic  child  and  that  caich  of  tlu‘  live  enrolh'd 
made  excellent  pro<^'i'(‘ss.  W(>  hope  that  this  pro^i'ess  can  be  con- 
tinued and  even  accelerated  in  the  years  to  come,  d'his  is  a tiew 
field  for  us  and  we  ai'c  ha\  iiii>’  to  work  our  way  slowly.  There 
are  few  such  schools  thi-ouuhout  tlu‘  rnited  States  for  tlu' 
aphasic  child  and.  th(*refore.  wi>  ha\e  \ei'v  little  upon  which  to 
base  our  pi'o^ram  at  Ck'dar  Spring'.  As  far  as  is  known,  this  is 
the  first  such  .school  ('stablished  in  a state  school  for  the  d('af 
in  the  Fnitt'd  States. 

It  is  an  interesting  and  challen^inir  pilot  pron'ram  and  one 
that  we  shall  look  forward  to  developinir  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
in  oialer  to  restore  this  type  of  child  to  as  normal  and  self- 
sii])])ortin<>:  life  as  is  possible. 
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TEACHERS'  TRAIMN(J  PRCXiRAM 

The  South  C’arolina  School  for  tlie  Deaf  in  cooperation  with 
Converse  Collejre  oilers  a two  year  course  to  prepare  teachers  of 
the  deaf.  This  {)ro<rrain,  organized  in  1940  to  meet  tlie  needs  of 
the  South  Carolina  School,  has  since  1958  served  to  train  teachers 
not  only  for  the  local  school  hut  also  for  other  schools  for  the 
deaf  throufihout  the  country.  A total  of  76  teachers  have  been 
trained  over  the  18  year  period. 

C\)nvei‘se  C'olle^e  students  enroll  in  the  trainiii”;  program  at 
the  hejjinnin"  of  their  junior  year  and  over  the  two  year  period 
earn  26  hours  of  credit  towards  their  11. A.  de<rree.  Graduate's  of 
the  course  are  eligible  for  certification  by  the  ('onfei-ence  of 
Executives  of  Ainei’ican  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  Inc. 

d'here  were  four  colle<re  seniors  who  comj)l(“ted  the  trainiiiir 
course  this  year:  .Miss  Mary  Hrooks,  Atlanta,  Ga.,  Miss  .Vnne 
Capers,  Riverside,  Conn.,  .Miss  AVallace  .Johnson,  KSpartanbunr, 
S.  C.,  and  Miss  Cai-olyn  \’anderVoort,  .Viken,  S.  (\  Miss  Ilrooks, 
Miss  .Johnson,  and  Mi.ss  \'anderVoort  have  acce|)ted  po.sitions  at 
the  Maryland  Sch(X)l  foi-  the  Deaf  in  Frederick  for  this  next 
year.  Miss  (''apers  hopes  to  b'ach.  but  lu'i-  plans  are  indefinite  at 
the  pre.sent  time. 

Seven  junioi's  were  enrolled  in  our  training  program  this 
year:  ^^iss  .Joan  (’hapman  of  Greenvilh*,  S.  C\,  .Miss  Rosanne 
Dar^an  of  Darlin<rton,  vS.

Duriiiif  the  past  year  I made  a follow  up  study  of  all  ^rraduates 
of  the  South  ('arolina  training  center  for  the  piir|)ose  of  securing; 
information  that  would  enable  us  to  cari-y  on  a more  effective 
trainin<r  j)rofrram  in  the  future,  d'he  data  assembled  from  this 
•study  and  the  conclusions  drawn  thendrom  provided  material 
foi-  a paper  which  I presented  at  the  re<rional  meetinfr  of  the 
-Vlexander  Graham  Bell  .\ssociation  for  the  Deaf  held  in  .\tlanta 
in  .Vpril. 

IGforts  have  be(>n  miewed  this  spring  to  have  the  traininj; 
cour.se  recognized  as  a major  field  of  study  at  Conver.<^'  (Mlle^xe. 
If  this  is  accomplished,  we  ho|)e  for  these  results:  first,  that 
applicants  not  seriously  interested  in  teaching  will  be  eliminated, 
and  secondly,  that  students  taking  the  cf)urse  will  be  able  to 
devote  moi’e  time  to  the  field  in  which  they  plan  to  wf>rk. 
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In  spite  of  tlie  ilevelopinent  of  new  training  centers  and  tlie 
increase  in  the  number  of  teachers-in-training  during  the  past 
year,  a serious  shortage  of  trained  teachers  still  exists.  We  take 
pride  in  the  fact  that  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 
is  helping,  if  only  in  a small  way.  to  solve  this  problem  of  teacher 
shortage.

REPUKd'  OF  THE  HEARING  CONSULTANT 


The  routine  work  of  this  department  has  been  carried  on  along 
the  same  lines  as  outlined  in  previous  annual  reports. 

A poidable  Maico  2 B audiometer  was  recently  added  to  our 
testing  facilities.  This  versatile  instrument,  eijuipped  with  both 
air  and  bone  conduction  circuits  and  adaptable  to  pure  tone  test- 
ing of  groups,  has  greatly  facilitated  our  testing  program,  e.spe- 
cially  the  practice  testing  required  of  our  training  students.  The 
school  now  has  three  audiometers  available  for  testing:  an  Alli- 
son two-channel  speech  audiometer  with  sound-proofed  room, 
a Maico  H-1  standard  clinical  audiometer,  and  the  neAv  Maico 
2 B model. 

Routine  hearing  tests  wei  e administered  this  year  by  the  hear- 
ing consultant  assisted  by  members  of  the  junior  training  class 
and  graduates  of  the  19(‘)1-1962  summer  training  program.  Hear- 
ing evaluations  Avere  made  on  the  five  pupils  enrolled  in  the  neAv 
l)rogram  for  aphasic  children. 

Five  students  Avere  titted  Avith  hearing  aids  during  the  year. 
The  aids  Avere  purchased  for  three  of  the  children  by  their  par- 
ents; in  the  other  tAvo  cases  the  necessary  funds  Avere  provided 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  Pilot  Club  of 
Spartanburg. 

There  are  a number  of  students  in  the  school  Avho  shoidd  l)e 
titted  with  hearing  aids  in  the  fall.  Procurement  of  instruments 
for  most  of  this  grouj)  is  contingent  upon  the  acapiisition  of  addi- 
tional funds  from  some  source.  The  $100  authorized  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  for  the  purchase  of  a hearing  aid  for 
a needy  child  covers  the  cost  of  only  the  cheaper  hearing  aid 
models.  If  a higher-priced  instrument  is  indicated  by  our  hearing 
aid  evaluation,  as  is  very  often  the  case,  the  amount  of  financial 
assistance  from  the  State  Department  is  inadequate,  unless  Ave 
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ran  obtain  the  balance  from  some  other  source.  While  the  Pilot 
Club  of  Spartanbur"  is  continuing  its  project  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  de.servin^  students,  its  available  funds  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  provide  the  balance  needed  for  the  purchase  of  an  aid 
for  more  than  two  or  three  cases  each  year.  'I'his  lack  of  funds 
for  new  hearinjx  aids  for  our  students  presents  a rather  serious 
problem. 

'Fhe  hearin*!  consultant  was  resjK>nsible  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  wearable  hearing  aids.  a|iproximately  75  in  number,  owned 
by  the  students,  d'he  Pilot  Club  of  Spartanburg;  has  borne  the 
co.st  of  repaii’s.  ik'w  molds.  batt(‘ries.  and  conls  for  a number  of 
children  in  the  .school.  Donations  fi-om  the  local  Club  now  total 
$1,150.  We  would  like  to  (‘.xpi’e.ss  our  a|i))re<-iat ion  to  the  Club 
for  its  assi.stauce  ami  foi-  its  continued  siippoi-t  of  our  hearin<r 
aid  pi'ojxram.

'riu'  attitude  of  tin*  sttnhmts  towards  the  iis('  of  heaianj;  aids 
has.  for  th(‘  most  i>art.  luam  v(>ry  ^ood  (his  year.  A j)roject  ('ari’ied 
on  by  Mrs.  I'annie  (iossett.  oni'  of  oiii'  intc'rmediati'  teac'hei’s. 
descM’ves  mention.  I bis  ])i-oject  includc'd  a simplified  study  of  tin' 
anatomy  of  the  eai'.  a class  discussion  of  the  b(*nefits  derived 
from  the  use  of  tin*  ^loup  aid  and  tlu'  wi'arabh'  aid.  and  the 
foianation  of  rules  for  the  care  of  the  ^I'oup  aid  and  (he  wearable 
aid.

Dui'in*;  tin*  spring  I conducted  a s('ri<'s  of  heai’in^  tests  on  in- 
termediate ami  a<lvanced  students  for  the  j)ui’|n).-^e  of  determinin<r 
the  decree  of  benefit  (>ach  la'ceived  from  the  u.se  of  his  hearing 
aid  as  nn'asurt'd  by  tbe  fli ller(‘nc»>  betwei'n  tin'  scor*'  for  li]U'eadin<r 
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alone  and  tluit  tor  lipreadin^'  and  hearinjr  combined,  d'here  was 
in  all  cases  a si^niticant  improvement  in  the  speech  ])er‘ception 
score  when  lipreadin^  and  hearing  were  combined.  Since  these 
tests  were  completed  so  late  in  the  school  year,  we  decided  to 
wait  nntil  fall  to  present  this  material  to  the  students. 

The  school  continued  to  .serve  as  a referral  center  for  {)crsons 
with  speech  and  hearing’  problems.  During;  the  ]>ast  year  I have 
evaluated  IS  cases.  1'2  children  and  (5  adults.

REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOLOGIST 

'riiis  report  covers  briefly  my  eleventh  year  as  ps}^chologist  for 
this  school.  My  work  is  scheduled  for  one  half  day  ]>er  week, 
although  circumstances  .sometimes  may  require  some  flexibility 
in  this  schedule.  My  work  follows  the  general  pattern  of  any 
school  psychologist  with  added  emphasis  on  problems  which 
might  be  peculiar  to  deaf  children  and  to  blind  children  living 
under  residential  school  conditions. 

Since  iny  1962  report.  I have  interviewed  and  tested  52  stu- 
dents and  17  applicants.  I have  had  conferences  Avith  ])arents 
and  with  representatives  of  various  county  welfare  departments 
regarding  children  Avho  are  either  in  this  school  or  Avho  might  be 
sent  to  this  school.  Also,  conferences  have  been  held  with  teachers 
and  with  the  supervisory  staff  regarding  students  Avho  aiv  having 
various  types  of  difficulties  in  adju.sting  to  tlie  general  school 
situation. 

Indirectly,  1 have  assisted  the  teacher-training  program  Avhich 
is  conducted  joint by  this  school  and  Converse  College  by 
acting  as  coordinator  betAveen  the  two  institutions.  In  addition, 
I have  acted  as  consultant  to  the  Supei-intendent  and  to  the 
Principal  whenever  it  Avas  requested.

An  exc'han're  of  ideas  is  always  valuable  and  it  was 
very  helpful  to  discuss  similar  problems  and  to  learn  how  they 
are  handled  by  other  musicians.  In  addition  to  meeting  other 
musicians  and  exchanging  ideas,  the  workshops  conducted  by 
various  authorities  in  the  ditferent.  fields  were  exceedingly  help- 
ful. The  choral  workshoj)  as  w(*ll  as  the  piano  and  organ  work- 
shops wei-e  especially  interesting  and  informative. 

The  gift  to  the  school  of  a brailh'  du|)licating  machine  by  tin* 
Lions  Club  of  Spai’tanbnrg  will  be  of  the  greate.st  importance 
to  the  Music  Depai’tment.  Plans  ai-e  being  made  to  introduce 
'■■sight-singing”  at  the  beginning  of  next  year  at  the  upper  gi-ade 
levels,  and,  as  soon  as  |)ossible,  in  all  grades  beginning  with 
grade  3 where  a knowledge  of  braille  reading  is  advancc'd  enough 
to  allow  it.

I feel  the  morale  was 
higher  this  year  than  at  any  other  time,  and  T am  sure  it  was 
due  to  the  wonderful  faculty,  who  gave  so  wdllingly  of  their 
time  and  effort. 

This  being  my  last  report  J would  like  to  pay  tlu'  highest 
tribute  to  the  teachers  and  instructors  in  the  vocational  depart- 
ment who  have  so  unselfishly  labored  in  develo]iing  a |irogram 
wdiich  would  assist  our  graduates  to  enter  a vocation  of  theii' 
owm  choosing.  INIiss  llruce.  Mr.  Barnes,  Mrs.  Turner,  INIrs. 
Marquis.  Mr.  Fowder.  Mr.  Forre.st.  Mr.  Kerr,  INIrs.  Poppe,  Mr. 
Farrer  and  iMr.  Henderson  of  Walker  Hall;  Mrs.  Willis,  Mrs. 
Posey.  Mr.  Wilkins,  Reverend  Willis  and  Mr.  Abercrombie  of 
Balia i-d  Hall.  To  each  I shall  evei-  be  grateful,  not  only  for  the 
wonderful  job  they  have  done,  but  for  the  many  times  they  have 
“gone  the  extra  mile”  to  aid  and  instruct  our  boys  and  girls.

Dm* 
to  crowded  conditions  and  lack  of  otluu-  necessitii's  it  seeuu'd 
impossible;  howevi'r.  ('vtuv  (Muployee  pitclu'd  in  to  help  make  it 
a success,  d'he  housiiur.  feedin<j:  and  entertainnumt  of  approxi- 
matidy  100  visitors  from  six  .states,  was  carried  out  with  un- 
matched preci.sion.  I'hi>  (h'partment  could  not  have  manajred 
without  the  cooperation  of  each  individual  in  this  deiiartment 
as  well  as  lielp  from  other  di'iiartimmts. 

With  the  antici|)attMl  enrolhmmt  of  .stmlents  for  the  comin<r 
school  year  and  oiii'  limited  space,  we  cannot  relax  in  our  ell’orts 
at  housinir.  We  have  tri«‘d  diliirently  to  keep  jiace  with  the  con- 
stant increase  of  students  both  space-wise  and  Imdiret-wise.  Kach 
ii(*w  child  means  an  increase  in  work  to  lu*  done.  We  havi*  emh'av- 
ohmI  to  k(*ep  our  hiirh  standard  of  ideanliness,  without  additional 
funds  or  (*xtras.  Without  the  complete  cooperation  fi-om  each 
individual  in  tlu>  housekeepinjr  department,  tliis  could  not  have 
been  doin'. 

W(‘  are  c’rati'ful  for  the  new  laundry  that  is  beiiiLi:  built.  'This 
was  a ci'vinc:  nei'd  as  the  old  buildin<r  was  deploi'able.  I lu'  addi- 
tional students  and  houseparents  has  caused  our  workload  to 
incn>as('  in  this  aiva  also.  'I'he  forelady  at  tin'  laundry  should  In' 
commended  foi-  years  of  servici'  arnl  lu'r  untiriiiir  I'tforts  and 
patience  in  teaching  (•  traiiu'e  stmh'ids  as  wi'll  as  the  other 
workers  under  her  suiiervision.  Wlu'n  the.se  ‘fii'ls  are  ju’operly 
trained  they  are  jirepari'd  to  tr»'t  jobs  in  laundries  upon  leaving 
school. 
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The  household  economies  trainees  are  steadily  movinjx  forward 
in  janitorial  work.  We  have  4 hoys  in  traininfr  each  school  year 
and  it  takes  a{)proxiniately  4 years  to  [)ro|)erly  train  them  in 
the  art  of  keepint;:  hiiildinu's  (dean  and  attractive.  This  is  a 
slow  i)rocess  hut  most  of  them  finally  make  it. 

The  vocational  students  have  delivered  28  mattresses  and  7 
dozen  hrooms  to  the  hou^ekee])in^  department  this  school  yeai‘. 
This  takes  care  of  our  needs  along  this  line. 

4'he  major  improvement  has  been  at  Ballard  flail.  Most  of  the 
interior  of  the  huihling  has  been  repainted.  A patio  is  about  to 
be  completed  and  additional  shrubbei-y  has  been  ])lanted.  This 
improves  the  appearance  of  the  buildings  both  inside  and  out. 

'This  is  mv  ninth  year  as  House  Director  at  this  .school  and  eacdi 
year  I become  more  aware  of  the  wonderful  work  that  is  being 
done  and  I am  grateful  and  ]n-oud  to  liave  a small  part  in  the 
whole  of  it.
